J. R. Flo rin, 
superintendent 
o f Fire 
Prev entio n o f the Industrial Co mmissio n 
o f Wisco nsin, issues the fo llo wing state­ 
m ent th a t sho uld be read and studied in 
ev ery co mmunity, and the im po rtance o f 
it impressed upo n ev ery fire dep a rtm en t 
because it invo lves the lives and pro perty 
o f all citizens in the co untry. 
It em p h a­ 
sizes the im po rtance o f fire prev entio n 
and the im po rtance o f pro per ap p a ra tus 
and training 
to 
extinguish 
o r co ntro l 
firewS, o nce they hav e started. 
Mr. Flo rin 
s a y s : 
‘'T hro w ing w ate r 
and 
extinguishing 
fires is no t the o nly no r the mo st a p p re ­ 
ciated functio n o f a m o dern fire de p a rt­ 
ment. The firem en ’s first duty is to res­ 
cue peo ple fro m burning buildings. F ire­ 
men practice to carry peo ple do wn lad­ 
ders, lo wering them by ro pes and ho lding 
life nets fo r tho se who must jum p. 
“ G etting peo ple o ut who are unco nsci­ 
o us is o nly half the battle. 
Firem en are 
ta u g h t to resuscitate tho se o v erco me by 
smo ke, fumes, 
gases, 
electric sho ck 
o r 
w ater. 
In ev ery 
fire 
co m pany 
there 
sho uld be so me m em bers trained in hand 
resuscitatio n. 
“ In his battle against fire, a lo w lo ss is 
the c h ie f s aid, w h eth er th a t lo ss be by 
w ater, smo ke o r flames. 
“ F irem en do no t fight fire fro m the 
street. 
They enter buildings and lo cate 
the fire and aim to prev ent its spread. If 
smo ke and gases m ake fire fighting dif­ 
ficult, they v entilate to remo v e them. 
“ Realizing that 
usually w ater causes 
mo re dam age th a n flame, they use hand 
pum ps o r small ho se lines, if po ssible, to 
p ut o ut the fire, 
backed 
up 
by larger 
lines to be used in case o f need. 
“ Opening do o rs and windo ws and cut­ 
ting v entilatio n o penings in ro o fs is do ne 
with the least po ssible dam age and with 
a view o f easy repair. 
“ An im po rtant sav ing o f lo ss begins 
w hen the fire is o ut. 
W a te r and debris 
are remo v ed fro m flo o rs to prev ent fur­ 
th e r dam age, windo w and ro o f o penings 
are clo sed to keep o ut rain and sno w, fire 
is started in the heating plant to dry 
things o ut, w ater-so aked go o ds are sepa­ 
rated fro m the dry and ev erying left in 
clean and presentable shape.

Anyo ne w'ho 
bo thers 
to lo o k at the 


state o f affairs in Euro pe these days must 


feel inclined to th an k Go d fo r the A tlan­ 
tic o cean. 


No t even in the first mo nths o f 1914 
w’as there mo re w idespread expectatio n 
o f a general Euro pean w ar at an early 
date. 
Almo st no o ne no w^ seems to do ubt 
th a t a w^ar is co ming; the o nly questio n 
seems to be, “ W h e n ? ” 
The Atlantic o cean is wide, and this 
co ntinent is physically far remo v ed fro m 
the scene o f the Euro pean tro ubles. But 
the distance isn’t as great as it might 
be, fo r all that. 
Canada, in 1914, and the United States 
in 1917, learned that thev co uld be call- 
^ 
V 
ed o n to send their yo ung men o verseas 
to die in quarrels that w'ere purely Euro ­ 
pean— quarrels in the m aking o f wiiich 
the New' W o rld had had no hand, and 
fro m w'ho se so lutio n it co uld expect no di­ 
rect benefits. 


To day, 
co nsequently, 
with 
the 
w^ar 
clo uds drifting high o ver the Euro pean 
ho rizo n, the o ne questio n in which mo st 
o f us are interested is simply, “ If a new 
E uro pean w'ar co mes, ho w’ can w’e keep 
o ut o f i t ? ” 
P erhaps the best answ’er is the rem ark 
th a t the way to keep o ut o f a w’ar is to 
keep o ut o f it; in o ther wo rds, that w'e 
canno t be drawMi into a Euro pean co nflict 
if W’e m ake up o ur minds definitely, in 
adv ance, th a t w’e are no t go ing to be en­ 
tangled in it o n either side, po ints o ut the 
A m erican Republic o f P o plar Bluff. 
Such a po licy might call fo r a stricter 
co nceptio n o f neutrality than we o bserv ­ 
ed befo re. 
W e co uld no t perm it o ur co untry to be 
m ade a happy hunting gro und fo r p ro p a­ 
gandists, as it w’as in 1915 and 1916, We 
co uld no t perm it o ur financial reso urces 
to be used as a reserv o ir fo r w ar lo ans 
fo r either set o f co mbatants. 
We co uld 
no t turn o ur industries into m anufacto ries 
fo r munitio ns o f w ar. 


It might be 
hard to fo llo w' such 
a 
po licy. 
The pressure w'o uld be trem e n d­ 
o us. 
But w^e need o nly lo o k back to the 
w’o rld W’a r to understand w hat the co nse­ 
quences o f failure to fo llo w’ might be. 
If and w^hen a new’ w^ar co mes to Eu­ 
ro pe, it will be o f the highest impo rtance 
to civilizatio n th at o ne great natio n re­ 
main at peace. 
And if we are go ing to 
m aintain o ur neutrality, the present mo ­ 
m ent is no t to o early a time to start m ak­ 
ing up o ur minds.
